He' was a'shrowd child, too, and 
when a lady of much texching experionce 
was asked to beguile him into study and 
thought to teach him with a box of ivory 
letters, deluding him into thiiking them 
toys, Jobn flung them out of thd window 
and refused £0 bo fooled into lessons, Tho 
noxt'yeat, ho wad sent to schoo), and made 
the discovery that other boys of his own 
ago could read and write, This rouacd tho 
spirit of ‘emulation ip him, and by a sort 
of instantaneous conversion ‘he promptly 
became nuisily diligent, loarning by the ear 
as well ag by the ‘oye, shouting his 
leasons about the ‘house, singing his 
Latin, in. the playground,. as’ somo 
of us have heard him sing Greck, marching 
up and down the narrdw. platform of the 
dingy Greek elasa-room of tho University. 
‘Many yoars later, he-ssid of these days : 
“T might wish to retain. for ever the mixed 
clemonts of youth and manhood that bo- 
long to middle age—to the season between 
twenty and forty-~-but I never could seri- 
. ously desire to have boen eternallya boy. 
A boy isa fruitful thing. for a spectator to 
contemplate, but a nomewhat barron and 
vory imporfect thing to be. However, I was 
ite happy in my boyhood in the measure 
that happiness belongs to that oye, and 
have not o single memorial sorrow to 
cord, At school, I got my Ieasons care- 
fully, kopt at the top of my class, or quite 
close to it, and enjoyed Reg tops. marbles, 
“ Robbers and Rangers,’ and other sports 
in their season, with that healthy gusto 
that belongs to all normally-constituted 
British boys. . I got my Jessnns carefully, 
‘ ‘but T cannot ray that this proceeded from 
apy particular love cither of books or. 
lossons, . I imagine it was merely from-tho 
natural enorgy of my charactor, with an 
ambitious impulse that didnot like ‘to ba 
last, where thera was a fair chanco to bo 
* first. I was, put into a little world—the 
school—where action was the law, ond’it 
- was contrary Lo my nature to bo lazy or to 
bo last. I was called upon to oct for 
honour and glory with my. equals, and I 
did my best with decision. That was the 
whole gecret of my school activity.’ 
fi A FIT OF PIETY. oe 
‘. From 12°to 15 ho was at Marischal Col- 
lege:in Aberdoon, whera .lie took one prize, 
third for mathématics ;.not that’ ho was by

by Dr Knight that a lad of Blackie’s energy 
must learn well.

there happonod to be only a single louis in 
his pocket. This he had destined for the 
phyniclan.

The consequence 
was, tho doctor lost hia prey. Cortainly 
residence in Germany ‘ widened his jacket’ 
conaiderably, - Even his fathor, who hud 
sont him.there to broaden his sympathies, 
was shocked to hear that. his'‘son had taken 
to theatre-going for theimprovement of his 
ronmiciation ef German.

CALLED TO THE RAR. : 

‘The next seven years of Black ife aro 
a story of struggle ; leaving divinity ho 
turned to law, and in duo course was called 
to the Seottieh bar. I have been unable 
to.learn that he ever recvived ab but 
till 1839 he aupported himself by writing 
articles on Greck and German poetry. It 
was in that year that tho Goverment sud- 
denly-diecovered that Marischal College, 
Aberdeen, stoad alone among Universitics 
in having no Latin chair, and cndowed 
ons, . Blackio waa promoted to it in spite 
of the candidature of n Latinist so eminent 
and experienced as Dr Moly Not un- 
naturally nor altogether. unjustly the 
appointment wan denounced as a Whig jab. 
It was certainly a new departure, fur pro- 
fessora in Sqottish Universities were ex- 
pected st that’ time to be gerund grinders, 
and this Blackie was never. Whether tho 
Tanguago. was Latin or Grovk as sopn 
as hetook it up it became a living thing, 
and che: seized the opportunity of making 
tha ‘subject ironically called * Humanity’ 
worthy of the title, sliving scholarship, nob 
o profitiess wandering among the bones of 
the doad. : 

HIS FIRST PROFESSORSHIP. 

‘Two years passed hetween. his appoint- 
Tent us a professor and his first appearance 
Signature to tho West- 
minster Confession was thon exacted from 
all professors, And with this he refused 
to comply. At last ho yielded so for 
as to affix his momo, making at 
the same time a public statement that 
this subscription did not imply an ayowal 
of tho creed ench clause expressed but

HI§ HOME LIFE.

UNIVERBITY REFORM.” * 

Filty years ago tho Scottish Univorsities 
werd places..of elementary instruction in 
Classics: Boys went to them at 16 with 
very little more knowledge than the Latin 
declonsions and the Greek alphabet, and 
the professors of Greek and Humanity 
had to spend time teaching" boys what they 
should hava learned at school instead of 
guiding students into the higher paths of 
scholarship. “Against this system, Blackie 
wroté pamphlet aftor pamphlot. He was 
opposed by Professor Pillans of Edinburgh 
with a-very timid and not very croditable 
plea. Scottish scholarship was too poor 
to'nllow of a change, said. Pillans, and 
furthermore. it would reduce the amount 
reccived in fees if thore were such on- 
trance examinations, as by raising the 
rtandard they would Lower tho attendanca, 
Universities aro 
sorvative, and half-s-century ago Scotland 
had learned to be content with empty chaff 
well meant for. grain, calling a knowledga 
of accidence s knowladge of s Janguago. We 
are paying the penalty now when even the 
-Univernities themselves are but half-heart- 
od believers-in tho value of Grock. Tho 
dozn years that Blackie spent in Aberdeen 
waite years of strife relieved by the trans-

ECCENTRICITIES. 

The next five and twenty years of his 
lifo I must pass lightly over; it would ro- 
quire a volume rather thun half-an-hour's 
desultory talk to follow the professor through 
the maze of interwoven activity that he 
threaded during these years, I think it is 
Barrio who snys (in his ‘Edinburgh 
Floven') that Blackie realised that truth 
does not lie in the Vie Medic, the middle 
of the way, but rather on both sides, and 
the only straightforward course is a zigzag 
one. The brain becomes dizzy as it con- 
templates Blackie, whole-hearted and per- 
fectly honest, boisterously hurling his 
weight of argument, poctry and humour 
now at the Chartiets, now at tho land- 
lurd, now in defeneo of quakerism 
and the same “week ih praise of Bis- 
marek and compulsory military service, 
Still, these years were not wasted, and it is 
nut casy to say which Lenefitcd most by 
tho numerous and varied activities of thia 
quarter century : himself or the world that 
found itself ever the better, brighter und 
stronger for —Blackie's genial presence, 
For himself,’ he travelled much—Athena 
aud Northorn Greece, Heidetberg and 
Germany, Ereland and Killarney, England 


_ | and the twin Universities ther, the Scottish 


Highlands and Islands, Russia and Moscow, 
Igypt and the Pyramids, Switzerland and 
the Splugon, AJ] these placos saw: him 
again, and evory one imprinted its mark 
on the most impressionable mind of tho 
contury—Greece and Germany especially, 
for ho thought in these languages end in 
his heart boltoved that the Colts themselves 
wore Hellenes. The words he wrote of 
Dr Guthrie describe Blaokic himsolf'in tho 
lines where he tells :— 
How in the rough-hown Scotsman dwelt 
The word of God with power. 
This man-smells not of hooks. 
And lusty show he bears ; 
As‘ono whose foot hath wandering been 
Where vitslising airs 
Sweep tho far-purpled hills.

ACHOLARSBIP. 

The great work of theso years was 
done in his lectures, and, indoed, I fancy it 
will be found that Blackie’s spoken words 
will be found to have been far more influ- 
ential than anything he ever wrote. It 
may be true that his attempts in purely 
scholarly matters were not in high favour 
withscholars, buthe hadanidea of education 
which was a little higher than that of first 
getting through examinations yoursclf and 
then organisiug examinations for others. 
Such men as he are the sworn foes of dul- 
ness, of priggishness and of pedantry. 
Authorities on any Inngurye are divided 
into two clanses, thosa who speak the lan- 
guage und those who are unable to speak it 
though they more or less scholastically read 
and write it. Blackio belonged to the first, 
and attacked the second aa vigorously os a 
recent high authority in Hongkong used w 
denounce sinolegists who could not speak 
Chinese. The result is that the works of 
Blackio may,.and very likely will, be for- 
gotten, but he ‘has stamped an impression, 
a. character, on two generations of Edin- 
burgh students that will not pass away, 
and thé light he kindled wilt pass on from 
hand to hand. What Blackio liked he 
loved, and no words were too strong for 
what he disliked. At Mr Gladstone's 
breakfast table, on his first meeting with 
him, Blackie told Dr Whewoll that English 
schoolmastera were as hard-hided as a 
rhinoceros, and utterly impenetrable to reas 
gon, nature, and commonsense.

THE LIGHT DUES. 
BUCCESS OF THE PUBLIC OPPOSITION. 

* By the courtesy of H.E. the Governor, 
wo have reevived a copy of the corres- 
pondence that has. passed betweon the 
Government: and the Colonial Office re- 
garding the proposal to make a fixed tariff 
on shipping of 24 conts a ton as ‘light 
dues.’ We will publish His Excellency's 
despatch in extenso to-morrow, ‘together 
with Lord Selborne’s communication, to 
Mr H. H. Joseph, Secretary to the P. 
and ©. Company, and Mr 1. Joseph’s 
letter of acknowledgment. 

The following is Mr Chatuberlain's re- 
ply to H.E. the Goyernor’s— 

Downing Strect, 17th March, 1807. 

Sir,—With reference to your Despatch 
Ne. 15 of the 18th of January-last and to 
my telegram of the 15th instant, [ have the 
honour to transmit to you copies of corres- 
pondence witli the Peninsular and Oriantal 
Steam Navigation Company, as noted in 
the margin, on the subject of the Light 
Dues at Hongkong. . 

2. I cousider'that the shipping interests 
were given a reasonable expectation that 
the Light Dues should be reduced, when 
the cost of the Gap Rock Ligtithouse was 
met. At the same timo, I concur in your 
view: that modorate dues may properly bo 
levied in Hongkong, provided the proceeds 
do not in ordinary times exceed the total 


-expenditure on the Harbour Department, 


cluding Lighthouses, Water Polico, etc. 

“3. I am, ‘however, of opinion that in 
calculgting the proceeds of tho harbour 
dues, the charges on native shipping must 
be included, as well as those. on ocean-go- 
ing steamers, 65 suggested in the enclosed 
letter from the Peninsular ond Oriental 
Steam Novigation Company. 

4, Tam not therefore prepéred to sane. 
tion your 
charge of 24 conts per ton on general ship- 
ping, although that charge must be con» 
tinued to the end of the presont year, in 
order to avoid a dislocation of the year’s 
finances. 

6. Next year the charge must beredjned 
to such arate as will, with the other harbour 
receipts, be sufficient to cover all harbour 
and lighthouse expenditure ; and it will be, 
necessary to find some other source of re- 
venue to make up the deficiency, which 
may ‘perhaps most conveniently be done 
by increasing the Assessed Taxes. I shall 
be glad to learn, at your early convonicnce, 
what changes in taxation you will recom- 
thie above deci- 


befara the time arrives for passing next 
year's Estimates. 

6. I desire to add, that if at any time 
hereafter urgent novessity aliould arise for 
increasing the general revenue, I should 
be prepared to consider sn; proposal for 
again raising the shipping dues, as I have 
no reason to think thot the presont charge 
has borns vory hardly‘on'the shipping *in- 
terests. ve, eto., : .

TERRIBLE PRIVATIONS OF THE CREW. 

New York, March 2k.—Tho long overdue 
American clipper ship 7. F. Oukes, which 
left Hongkong ou July 4th, 269 days ago, 
with a general car.o for this port ond which 
had been given up as lost, was towod into 
port this morning by the British tank 
steamer Kesbeck, Captain Muiz, who picked 
her up last Thureday in latitude $8 deg. 10 
min., longitude 68 deg, 44 min. The crew 
wore sick with scurvy and six had died. 

The Kasbeck waa bound from Philadel- 
phis for Fiume, Austria, with a cargo of cil 
and left the former port on Saturday, March 
13th. On tho following ovening st 11 
o'clock blue lights wore eccn and Captain 
Muir ordered the ateamer’s course to be al- 


tered and bora upto the distress signal, At 
1 o'clock tho steamer was near the ship and 
stood by until daybreak, when signals wero 
observed flying from the ship asking that & 
boat he sent alongside, asthe ship's crow 
wore helpless and unable to man their own 
boats. Chicf Officer C. P, Helshem and throo 
scamen at oneo put off in the -Kasbeck yaw), 
and when within speaking distance heard a 
tale of suffering and sickness from those 
aboard the ship which made them shud- 
er. 

Captain Reed of the Oakes reported that 
his crew were all laid up with scurvy, and 
that-the provisions were well-nigh oxhaust- 
ed. He wag unable to navigate the ship 
with the few hands he had at his command 
and begged that he be at once supplied 
with fresh food, and vegetables and taken 
in tow for the nearest port. Mate Helshoin 
returned to the Kasheck with the message 
and Captain Muir at once decided to’ take 
the vessel in tow.

Parcels not excecding 11 tbe. in weight 
are received in Hongkong and at British 
Post Offices in China, for transmission to 
tho United Kingdom by P. & O. Packet 
vid Gibralter, No parcel is sent with tho 
Overland Mail vii Brindisi, Parcel there- 
fore arrive in London about eight days later 
than the Mail. Parcola may be sealed, but 
any parcel, evon though sealed, is liable to 
bu opened for éxamination. 


Parcels must be posted in Hongkong 
bofore 3 p.m, on tho day before the depar- 
ture of the Mail. Those arriving from the 
Coast, &0., after this hour are kept for the 
following P. & O, Mail.
